a. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

i. Regarding the claims, it is the position of the examiner that it is not 
known in the prior art to biologically compatible resist layers over reactive 
layers for the purpose of patterning the reactive layer, wherein the reactive 
layer is chitosan and/or where the patterned object is conjugated with 
antibodies and/or receptor molecules. 

(1) The most pertinent prior art (Hengsakul et al.) shows that it 
is known to immobilize proteins and enzymes on the surface of 
photobiotin. However, it fails to teach the use of chitosan, 
antibodies, or receptor molecules. 
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(2) Another prior art, (Yang et al) sliows tliat it is known to use 
gelatin as a photoresist material and to remove it with heated water. 
However the document is otherwise generally unrelated.
